THOMAS STRAHAN & CO. 

THERE has been a great deal written and printed 
recently about the very novel way of applying 
liquid color by atomizers in handling large spaces 
in the buildings at the Columbian Exposition at 
Chicago. This has been very generally heralded as 
a new discovery, and a great departure from the es- 
tablished custom, and indeed it is a new way. How- 
ever, it is interesting to notice that the credit of 
this new method for applying color belongs in the 
East, in fact in New England. Mr. Thomas Strahan, 
of Messrs. Thomas Strahan & Co., Chelsea, Mass., 
patented about three years ago a process for ap- 
plying color by means of atomizers, on paper or 
fabric and for other purposes. Mr. Strahan's claim 
is as follows:

" The herein described process of coloring and 
decorating paper and other fabric, which consists in 
projecting or discharging liquid or liquid colors in 
the form of a spray or vapor against the surface of 
the paper or fabric to be treated by means of atom- 
izers, and varying or changing the effect so pro- 
duced by alternating, interrupting one or more of 
the jets of spray at any desired point or points, sub- 
stantially as set forth." 

This seems to cover the process used at Chicago, 
excepting that of instead spraying upon the paper or 
fabric, the color is sprayed directly on the surface to 
be decorated. It shows that in this matter, as in so 
many others, Mr. Strahan is several years ahead of 
the public. 

We are informed that the line of papers which he 
is now engaged upon for the coming season will be 
marked by a still greater advance and by more novel- 
ties than anything before offered. This has been a 
very busy season for Mr. Strahan, and he is confi- 
dent that w r hen his line for next season is seen, it 
will be full of most agreeable surprises to the trade, 
and of novel effects in color and form which cannot 
fail to be as attractive and salable as they will be 
original.

THE LIE BY PRISON WAR MUSEUM. 

Of the many attractions outside of the World's 
Fair in Chicago, there are but f«w in which there is 
so much interest centered as there is in the Libby 
Prison War Museum. In 1889 this celebrated prison 
was removed from Richmond to Chicago and con- 
verted into a War Museum. The project was un- 
dertaken by a syndicate of the best known business

men of the city whose enterprise was conceived in 
a commercial spirit, but has attained a national 
reputation. A project such as this was never be- 
fore heard of. To move a brick and stone build- 
ing the size of Llbby more than a thousand miles, 
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across rivers and mountains, was an enterprise that 
many of the best known contractors in the We6t re- 
fused to undertake at any price. But the move 
was made with success. Then the famous old struc- 
ture was filled with war material that represents 
the work of a lifetime and the expenditure of half 
a million dollars. The great collection is conceded 
to be second to none in the country and includes 
much of the most valuable material that the great- 
est civil war the world has ever known has left to 
posterity. The collection includes thousands and 
thousands of relic6 of every description, many of 
which form important links in the history of the 
Nation. The old building itself is fraught with 
interesting memories and the story of the celebrated 
tunnel escape of February 9, 1864, never fail6 to in- 



ployed are fully described and illustrated, and there 
is a chapter devoted to the different varieties of 
wall hangings, including wall-papers of all kinds, 
Lincrusta, Walton, Venetian Leather, Anaglypta, 
Lignomur, Cameo Relief, etc. Full instructions are 
given for hanging-paper and the treatment of walls. 
The book aims as far as possible to represent the 
modern tools used in paper hanging, with a de- 
scription of the new methods of doing the work, 
and examples of what may be accomplished in the 
way of decoration by the use of wall-papers. The 
first three chapters of the book are decidedly tech- 
nical in character. The first is devoted entirely to 
the use of tools, and there is a discussion and illus- 
tration of the various makes of tools known to the 
trade. The second chapter treats of the different 



materials, which will be found of great value. The 
book, as a whole, is a technical compendium of 
practical information on the subject of wall decor- 
ation. No book has been published on the subject 
for many years, hence the time is opportune for the 
publication of such a work, inasmuch as methods 
and materials in wall decoration are continually 
changing, and what i6 the fashion to-day will be ob- 
solete to-morrow. 

If we might criticise the shortcomings of the book 
we might say that the work depends too much on 
mere catalogue reproduction of patterns and imple- 
ments, and does not sufficiently appreciate the sub- 
ject from its aesthetic point of view. The instruc- 
tions as to the spreading of paste, or the tightening 
up of textile materials is not enough. The means

aesthetic satisfaction of the finished work, and its 
pleasant influence upon the mind and spirit of the 
tenant of the house so decorated are matters of 
even greater importance than a mere discussion of 
ways and means.
